They inflicted heavy losses 
on the enemy, but got off w ithout a 
scratch. 
The attack followed

fruitless 
enem y assault about 10:30 Saturday 
night. 
A barrage announced a re­ 
sum ption of 
the 
effort 
about 
two 
o’clock yesterday m orning. 8he boche 
showed up a t the edge of the wood 
on schedule, but were driven off by a 
w ithering rifle and m achine gun l>e. 
The attem p t w as repeated a t four 
o'clock. 
Following the usual b ar­ 
rage the Germ an in fan try came slip­ 
ping down a steep slope into a w heat 
field. 
As they broke from the field 
and rushed 
tow ard 
the 
wood, the 
A m erican rifles and m achine 
guns 
again drove them back. They fled in 
disorder. 


FRENCH TROOPS 
IMPROVE POSITION 


P aris, June 17.—’French troops im­ 
proved their positions on the w est­ 
ern portion of the M arne front, the 
French w ar office announced today. 
• G erm an raids in the Vosges w ere re ­ 
pulsed. 
“ Between the Oise and the Aisne, 
northw est of H autebray, a dem onstra­ 
tion allowed the French to b etter po­ 
sitions and take IOO prisoners 
and 
a H um ber of machine guns,” the com­ 
m unique said. 
“ G erm an raids failed 
in C aurierres wood and the Voges.” 


UTTERANCES OF 
DEBS EXAMINED 
VERY CAREFULLY 


Cleveland, June 17.— Federal A t­ 
torney W ert/, was exam ining today the 
reports of federal ag en ts who heard 
the address of Eugene V. Debs, form er 
socialist candidate fo r president at 
Canton, yesterday. 
“ lf I find th at Debs said anything 
th a t violated the espionage law ,” said 
W ertz, ‘T il bring it to the attention 
of the federal grand ju ry a t once.” 
Debs spoke in a Canton park be­ 
fore about 1,200 persons, m ost of them 
delegates to the sta te socialist con­ 
vention. 
“I m ust he extrem ely careful w hat 
I say and more careful how I say i t ” 
Debs him self said in beginning his 
address. 
Debs m ade it clear th a t he has n< t 
repudiated the socialist p a rty ’s p lat­ 
form , which pledged opposition to se­ 
lective 
service 
and to 
other 
w ar 
m easures. 
He charged th at his position had 
been m isrepresented in attem p ts to 
discourage m em bers of the p arty ,” and 
to m ake it appear th at we are divided 
am ong ourselves.” 
Debs does favor, he said, a n a­ 
tional convention for the purpose of 
restin g the p a rty ’s attitu d e tow ard 
the w ar, “ in 
the light of recent de­ 
velopm ents.”

FIFTY AUSTRIAN 
DIVISIONS 


W ashington, Juno 
17.— A m erican 
troops aid for Italy will be forth- 
om ing soon. 
W ith th e A ustrian offensive under 
way, this fact developed today. In 
line w ith the pledges of 
President 
W ilson and S ecretary B aker, U. S. 
forces will take th eir places along 
with the Italians and other 
allies. 
They will not be vast in num bers, 
their purpose is to show Italy, con­ 
cretely th a t the United S tates 
is 
backing her. 
Am erican aviators and 
forces of other kinds have been 
in 
Italy fo r some tim e, but there has not 
been any announcem ent of United 
States in the Italian trenches. 
The Italian em bassy’s first mes- 


( sages indicated that, while the Aus- 
trains had made some progress, the 
counter attacks had developed quick 
ly and satisfactorily. 
T here will be no g reat yielding 
such as 
accompanied 
the 
previous 
Teuton sm ash, it is felt. 
The Italian m orale is satisfactory. 
Infusing of B ritish and French and 
prom ise of early A m erican troops 
participation have had stim ulating ef­ 
fects. 
M ilitary men say th a t the Teuton 
directors of this new offensive un­ 
doubtedly are striving to cause diver­ 
sion from the west front. 
Italy, how­ 
ever. has sufficient m an-pow er, it is 
so th a t more troops are not 
needed 
now. 


London, June 17.—“The A ustrians 
lost five m en to our one,” the w ar of­ 
fice today, in a report on Italian front 
operations said. 
“The enem y used 29 divisions (348,- 
000 m en) between the Aisago plateau 
and the Piave of the 
58 
divisions 
(696.000 m en) employed on the whole 
battle front. 


B ritish airm en have 
destroyed 
seven bridges. 
“The British 
apparently 
occupy 
more of the plateau region, 
while 
French are in the M ount G rappa reg­ 
ion to the eastw ard. Italian troops 
evidently hold the sectors' between 
plateau andthe m ountain and 
be­ 
tw een the m ountain and the river. 


London, June 17.—The long heralded 
A ustrian offensive, launched on 
the 
Italian fro n t early Saturday, was still 
under w ay when the latest of 
the 
statem ents w ere issued: 
The drive, which followed 
an in­ 
tense bom bardm ent between the La- 
garina valley and the A driatic seas, 
a distance of about IOO miles, was be­ 
gun on the seventy-m ile fro n t between 
Asiago C hateau and the sea. The line 
extends eastw ard from the plateau to 
the Piave river, in the vicinity of Se- 
gusino, then follow the river south­ 
eastw ard to its mouth. 
The A ustrians succeeded in forcing 
a crossing of the Piave at 
Nervess. 
fifteen m iles southeast of Segusino 
and ten m iles north of Treviso and at 
F agare and Musile, respectively ten 
and tw enty m iles from the sea. 
C ounter attacks initiated by Italian, 
French and B ritish troops all along 
the fro n t la te r restored m ost of the 
ground yielded under the first shock. 
Vienna claim ed capture of ten thou­ 
sand prisoners hut the Italian pffice 
made a counter claim of ten thous­ 
and prisoners. 
“The struggle did not dim inish in 


violence during the night and is contin- 
ueing fiercely,” Rome’s communique 
said. 
“ But our troops are 
firmly 
holding the fro n t along the A siago pla­ 
teau. have com pletely reoccupied their 
original positions and also alone at 
the Monteo Laro and a t the Monte 
Solaro Lasine, and are very 
closely 
pressing the enemy in fantry which has 
passed to the rig h t hank of the Piave.’ 
B ritish forces, which are occupying 
positions in the A siago area, ejected 
the A ustrians a fte r the la tte r had pen­ 
trated the B ritish lines to the depth of 
one thousand yards on a fro n t of 2,500 
yards, taking 350 prisoners. 
On th eir right, the French 
and 
Italians blocked the enem y eastw ard 
to the Piave. 
In the Toul sector, the French w ar 
office reported th a t a Germ an force 
which succeeded in obtaining a foot­ 
hold in X ivary yesterday m orning v t as 
la te r ejected. 
X ivary is ten 
miles 
east of St. Mihiel, two miles w est of 
Seichprey and is held by Am erican 
troops. 
B o th . the B ritish and Germ an of­ 
fices announced last n ig h t th at there 
was nothing new to report.

ARMY WRITES INTERESTING LETTERS 


Here follpws two letters from Wil­ 
bur Corry, son of Frank Corry of the 
Clifton and Xenia pike, who was not 
only a basketball star when captain 
of the Antioch College team but lat­ 
er distinguished himself in the court 
game at Camp Sherman. 
Mr. Corry 
is 
a graduate of Antioch. 
The let­ 
ters follow, the first one being written 
May 31 and the second one. June lith, 
both coming from Camp Mills, N. Y : 
“This is the last day of May. We ar­ 
rived in Camp Mills this morning, 
we stayed over last night in our coach­ 
es in a car-yard at Jersey City. 
We 
left Camp Sherman Wednesday at IO 
a rn. Our company and Co. II, had one 
train of our own and the cook car was 
in the middle.. We had our own mess 
and it wa served ti; us on paper plates 
so wo could ditch them as soon as we 
had finished our meal. 
“I believe that I have been in seven 
states in the last two days. 
We went 
from Chillicothe to Parkesburg, W. Va., 
there we stopped for* a few 
minutes 
and were served some sort of a cold 
drink by some Fed Cross ladies. Fr> rn 
there we weht to Clarksburg* W. Va., 
and got into Washington, D. C. yester­ 
day morning on Memorial day. As 
we had a half-hour stop we walked out 
to the Capitol building and double- 
timed it back. 
“From there we went through Bal­ 
timore and Philadelphia and on to 
Jersey City. 
This morning we got 
up early and carried our barrack bags 
etc., onto a boat, the “Plainfield.” It 
was a fine sight for me—could see the 
.Statue of Liberty, Woolworth building, 
the Brooklyn bridge and all the docks 
and boats all new to me. 
“ We got off the boat at Brooklyn, 
loaded our junk on cars and came out 
here and from here I can’t tell you 
whon or where we go. 
“We saw a lot of country and 
the 
tunnels we passed through must have 
been thirty in number', nome of them 
being pretty long. 
We had Pullman 
coaches and some of them were pretty 
fine, although ours haopened to be one 
of the poorest. 
Some of the coaches 
had state rooms in them which the 
Sergeants used but we weren’t that 
fortunate. 
“The camp here is so different from 
Camp Sherman. 
T have seen onlv 
one Y. M. C. A. and it isn’t near. We 
have six sergeants in our tent and it 
is pretty full. 
“I/ong Island is very level and a 
pretty place. 
It looks as if the soil 
would be very rich. 
Coming east, it 
seemed that the villages were so nu­ 
merous and someone was waving at us 
all the time. 
Everybody we 
would 
pass would wave 
and 
cheer. 
I 
guess everyone will get a chance at a 
24-hour pass to New York City. We 
were about twenty miles from there.” 
The second letter follows: 
“ It is 9 p. rn. and IMI write a letter 
before I go to sleep. It took your let­ 
ter just tyro days to get here. 
Don’t 
stop writing because you think I may 
move for the mail will be forwarded.

“ After supper this evening, I went 


I over to the Y. M. C. A. for writing 
paper, which is quite a walk. 
Also 
j stopped at the canteen and 
bought 
some pie. 
Pies are forty cents apiece 
J which is very cheap when one is hun- 
1 gry. 
j 
“When I came back, Mac Hender­ 
son, Allison Wright and Alton Dune- 
vany dropped into see me and just 
now left. 
Mereld Jobe was also over 
for a little while. They told me that 
the 331st Infantry regiment has gone 
into Canada. That’s the one that Pail1 
Ferguson is in. 
“We had rain this morning and at 
intervals all through the day and we 
had a time keeping our tents drained. 
This morning the ground inside of o u t 
; tent was covered with water a few 
I inches deep while we were in another 
Tent eating breakfast and some of our 
equipment became soakd. 
It is low 
here and damp and with the black soil 
it is easy to get everything dirty. 
“I saw the great sights in New York 
city, one of the best being the view 
I from the top of the Woodworth build- 
I ing, sixty stories high. Saw the HP 
J at Coney Island, which i s nothing but 
| amusement, not elevating, to say the 
least.. 
“I am becoming a regular ‘gad­ 
about.’ for I went on a pass again yes­ 
terday and nm expecting to go aeain 
tomorrow, but may be fooled. 
I start- 


J ed out with a bunch of Co. F, fellows 
and landed at Coney Island—It was 
i cold and I didn’t go in bathing but 
I part of them did—mainly for the one 
| reason: they would get into a bath­ 
ing suit, then go to the bar and drink. 
“Three of them went with us to the 
I Steeplechase. 
These three weren’t 
i so very much tanked, 
were not sob- 
! er by a whole lot. This Steeplechase 
I is a place of amusement where you 
ride all sorts of slides, etc. 
At the 
j entrance we had to walk th roil eh e 
revolving cylinder, which would 
: something like a small silo, lying on 
J its side and revolving as if it were 
1 rolling.

Because Germany has decided 
to 
throw her entire available forces in­ 
to the struggle and has already calico 
to the colors her 1920 class (boys of 
eighteen years of age) so that they 
may be in the line before the end of j 
the season, it should not on this ac- ! 
count be assumed th a t the w ar will 
erftl when her offensive has been de­ 
feated after unheard of sacrifices in 
man power. 
If her military offensive 
fails she will hope to 
launch 
suc­ 
cessfully a ‘ peace drive” 
now 
in 
preparation to be 
carried 
out 
by 
methods certain to be more diabolical 
than those which have preceded them. 
All the treasonable, pacifist, 
w eak­ 
minded 
and 
faint-hearted— the 
La 
Toilettes, 
Hilquits, 
Nearings 
an©. 
Bergers—will be at work in an en­ 
deavor to undermine the morale of the 
allied peoples. 
If Germany’s military 
machine, after unheard of sacrifices 
has availed merely to drive a wedge 
into the allied lines, what hope can 
there be th at the allied armies will be 
able to advance a distance of 
650 
miles across difficult country and ov 
cr three great rivers, so as to forec 
their way into Berlin? 
The argum ent will appear plausible 
and will ne doubt he widely believed 
by tho faint-hearted, who 
may not 
know how vulnerable the German E m ­ 
pire really 
is, once her 
arm y 
is 
thoroughly overmatched in 
strength 
by that of her enemies. 
As a m atter of fact, a drive ea st­ 
ward by the allied armies a distance 
of but thirty miles from the heights 
of the Meuse 
near 
Verdun 
would 
bring Germany to her 
knees, as has 
already been frankly admitted by her 
leaders in a confidential m em oran­ 
dum presented to the German 
chan­ 
cellor as long 
ago as 
March, 1915. 
This secret communication was ob­ 
tained and 
published in France in 
1916. 
It represented the joint action 
of a deputation representing six of 
the most 
powerful 
industrial 
ana 
agrarian organizations of the empire, 
and its conclusions will be accepted 
by all who are fam iliar with the re­ 
lation which exists between available 
mineral sources and 
modern 
indus­ 
tries. 
No one needs to be told that the 
sinews of land w arfare today are guns 
an(j munitions, which for their pro 
duction require developed resources of 
Iron and coal. 
Though with such vast 
resources in coal th a t she is out of het 
surplus able to compel the neutrality 
of neutral states through theatening 
to refuse them their supply, Germany 
is without im portant bodies of iron 
ore outside those which she wrested 
from France in 1871. 
Painfully aw are 
that 
she 
was 
vulnerable a t this point upon 
her 
frontier, Germany applied the 
Teu­ 
tonic version of 
international law— 
necessity knows no law—and two days 
before war w as declared (A ugust 2, 
1914) she violated the neutrality ot 
Luxemburg to occupy the ore fields 
of that country and even 
invaded 
France to seize those in French te r ­ 
ritory. 
On yie same day, M. Viviani, 
the 
French 
premier, 
notified 
all 
F'rench ambassadors, and 
through 
them the world, of this ruthless and 
unprovoked invasion of France, not­ 
withstanding the fact that to conserve 
peace French troops had scrupulously 
obeyed official orders by remaining 
ten kilometers behind the frontier. 
It should be added that on Ju ly 25, 
ten ‘days before w ar was 
declared, 
Germany had occupied in great force 
her own ore fields and felled trees 
and mounted batteries ready for ac­ 
tion. 
With the German, French and Lux­ 
embourg fields of ore now firm ly in 
her grasp, the armies were launched 
upon Belgium, and the Kaiser speak­ 
ing to an immense throng from 
the 
balcony of the royal palace in Berlin, 
declared th a t envious enemies had 
forced the sword into his hand, and 
puppet-like ninety-three of the most 
distinguished professors in Germany 
put their signatures to a statement 
th a t Germany had neither begun the 
w ar nor violated international law. 
There is both interest and much en­ 
couragement in turning from 
these 
lying statements: addressed to “the 
civilized world” to the unquestionably 
truthful confidential statement

dressed to the barbarian chancellor 
In this memorandum, prepared after 
eight months of war, it was pointed 
out th at: 
The m anufacture of shells has re ­ 
quired qu an tities of iron and steel of 
which no one could 
have had an idea 
before. . . . 
If the production 
of 
pig iron and steel had not been dou 
bled, since the month of August, the 
continuation of the war would have 
been imposible. 
As raw m aterial for 
the 
m anu­ 
facture of these quantities of pig iron 
and steel, “the minette (Lorraine ore) 
takes a place of greater and greater 
Importance, because this ore can be 
extracted in our country in rapidly 
augm enting quantities. The “ m inette” 
covers at this moment 60 to 80 per 
cent of the m anufacture of pig iron 
and steel. 
If 
the 
production 
of 
“ m inette” had been disturbed 
the 
w ar would have been as good as lost. 
The report goes on to say th a t if 
French troops had been able to ad­ 
vance five to ten miles into 
Lor­ 
raine, or hqd held the frontier, the 
w ar must have ended 
from 
G er­ 
m any’s lack of iron. 
Verdun is re­ 
ferred to as the bridge-head of th* 
iron region, and it is concluded: 
Tho security of the German E m ­ 
pire in a futtire w ar 
necessitates 
therefore imperatively the possession 
of all the mines of the “ minette,” and 
comprizes the fortresses of Longwy 
and Verdun, without which this re ­ 
gion cannot be defended. 
M. Pichdn, the form er French Min­ 
ister of Foreign A ffairs, has recently 
asserted, 
and 
ex-Chancellor 
von

New York, June 17.—General Foch 
has solved the new problems* of de­ 
fense created by Von 
H indenburg’s 
bloody strategy of fruitless attacks. 
The channel ports have been saved 
at Compiegne. 
Hindenburg revealed 
all his tricks in the Corapiegne and 
could not advance. 
Gen. Foch is pre­ 
pared along the Picardy and Flanders 
fro n ts as between Montdidier and 
Noyon. 
And Calais and Boulogne arb 
now as secure behind the one line as 
Compiegne is proving itself to be be­ 
hind the rear. 
The effort to reach Compiegne con 
tam ed all the essential military prob­ 
lems that must be involved in any new 
offensive having the channel ports as 
its objective. 
Gen. Foch now know* 
the worst Hindenburg can do when 
the element of surprise has limiter 
a German attack. 
A slight gain in 
territory at terrible cost to the Ger­ 
m ans is the best Hindenburg can hope 
for under the conditions. 
The essential difference between the 
German offensive between the Marne 
and the drive for Compiegne is that 


the former was a surprise and the lat­ 
ter was not. 
The surprise element 
in the Marne advance was due to the 
necessary 
concentration 
of 
allied 
I forces in Picardy and Flanders. This 


J very concentration now makes it im- 
j possible that Hindenburg can 
make 
i an unexpected attack anywhere along 
the line protecting the roads to the 
channel. 
German effort to reach Amiens or 
Hazebrouck can, therefore, 
be 
no 
more than a duplicate of the drive for 
Compeigne 
Gen. Foch is prepared 
! for it. 
In fact, there is the highest 
■ assurance that Hindenburg 
eannot 
isolate France, in part, by the ciw /ire 
of Calais and Boulogne. 
Hindenburg today realizes the ter 
rible consequences of his failure to 
capture Compeigne 
In the midst of 
its final struggle for 
victory, 
the 
German war 
machine 
has 
broken 
down. 
When the element of victory 
vanishes the machine doesn’t work. 
If Hindenburg tries again, self-con 
fidence will be lacking. 
That means 
the Germans are fearful of defeat.

A rthur Ouray, the peer of all E u­ 
ropean race drivers, will be the a t­ 
traction in the Liberty Handicap ar, 
the Cincinnati speedway on July 4th. 
A fter three and a half years in the 
trenches and as chauffeur for Presi­ 
dent Poincaire of France, the “ Blue 
Devil” will make his first a b e a r a n c e 
here under the colors of H arry S. 
Darkness, the millionaire sportsman. 
Ouray will be one of the contestants 
in the $30,000 classic which will be a 
feature of the day’s card. 
He will be 
seen at the wheel of the fast Fronte­ 
nac, with which Louis Chevrolet de­ 
feated a classy field here last year.

It has a melting point as high as 
03 dsgrees G, while that of carnauba 
wax from Brazil Is 84 degrees, and 
that of candelila wax from Mexico Is 
only about 70 degrees.

Automobile fires which 
originate 
w ithin the car itself are most com­ 
monly caused by back fires or pop 
backs into the carbureter or by acci­ 
dental electric sparks or arcs. 
They 
are fed by spilt gasoline and by oil 
and grease which has collected on the 
car parts, and the lire then spreads 
to the car body, the electric wiring, 
the upholstery and all the combusta- 
ble parts. 
Back fires can be prevented 
by 
applying an excess of gasoline while 
the engine is cold, so th at the mixture 
may not be so lean as to burn slowly 
enough to be capable of firing an en­ 
tering charge 
A fine wire gauze 
cone set into the intake pipe at the 
carbureter flange is said to prevent 
fire from reaching the carbureter. 
Stray electric flashes can be pre­ 
vented by seeing that the terminals 
do not become loose or detached, or 
that short circuits do not occur from 
the wearing away of insulation or 
sim ilar causes. 
Most cars are now 
so well wired that short circuits rare­ 
ly occur.

THREE 6000 HORSES 
VANISH FROM TRACK 


TO P U B L I C E A T I N G P L A C E S 
The following order to public eating 
houses has just been issued, by 
the 
Food Com ni ft tee: 
• In view of the 
serious 
shipping 
conditions necessarily effecting 
our 
sugar supply and the 
importance of 
insuring an adequate supply loc home 
canning and preserving, EFFECTIVE 
AT ONCE,, you will eliminate the in­ 
discriminate use of sugar and serve 
sugar only upon request and then in- 
individoal portions.” 


New sugar rules issued by the food 
administration limit the sale of sugar 
except for canning purposes to not 
more than two pounds to any one time 
to city customers and not more than 
five pounds to rural or farm custo­ 
mers. 
The new rule are effective at 
once. 
In a statem ent today Fred C. Crox- 
ton, federal food adm inistrator for 
Ohio, asks all households to supply 
their needs for canning purposes but 
to use sugar sp a rk ily for all other 
purposes. 
By signing certificates, households 
may secure as much as IOO pounds for 
canning purposes but all certificates 
calling for more than this amount 
m ust be submitted to county food ad­ 
ministration committees for approv- 
al. 
Ohio dealers it is claimed now have 
a good supply on hand but the w arn­ 
ing comes from Washington that a 
situation has developed the past few 
days which calls for great conserva­ 
tion of sugar.

SEWAGE CONDITIONS 
IN CITY SUBJECT 
OF HEALTH REPORT 


City Health Officer Dr. R. H. Grube 
presented the following report to City 
Manager Kenyon Riddle which 
was 
read at the Thursday night meeting 
of 
the 
City 
Commissioners. 
The 
Commission took action on the report 
by ordering a strict enforcement of 
the laws wS+ich Dr. Grube cites in the 
report, which follows: 
A recent sanitary survey of the cit' 
by this department, emphasizes 
the 
fact that considerable areas of the 
city are not supplied by sewers. Sew­ 
erage fixtures for house 
waste d e ­ 
posal are no longer luxuries but ne­ 
cessities for house and neighborhood 
sanitation. 
This survey has 
further 
revealed that the city has an enor­ 
mous number of insanitary and offen­ 
sive cess-pools. 
These have been or­ 
dered cleaned and disinfected but in 
many cases the orders have 
to 
be 
pressed vigorously. 
I would respectfully suggest 
that 
the sewerage system of the city be 
extended as rapidly as possible to en­ 
able residents of the city to connect 
with them, especially now that 
the 
city is provided with a modern dis­ 
posal plant. 
In 
this 
connection I 
wish to.quote from the sanitary code 
adopted by the General Assembly in 
1911, and now in force. 
“Cess-pools 
prohibited. 
No ce'ss-pool for sewage 
shall be constructed where a sewer is 
available, nor shall any 
connection 


from such cess-pool 
be 
made with 
any sewer. 
Cesspools now existing 
in premises accessable to 
a 
sewer 
shall be emptied of 
the 
contents, 
cleaned out and be filled with earth 
or ashes. 
It will be the poilcy of the depart­ 
ment of health to enforce these state 
statutes to the end that Xenia may 
become as sanitary as it is possible to 
•have it.
